Campus  News 

Change  was  a  key  element  of  the  campus  and  campus  life  this  year. 

The  completion  of  the  renovations  to  Sullivan-Harrell  Hall  gave  many  students  a  different 
atmosphere  for  classes  and  study  breaks.  The  building  was  finished  and  formally  rededicated  with 
a  special  ceremony  that  included  speeches  by  President  Harmon  and  those  who  helped  to  fund 
the  renovation  process. 

Also  a  new  look  was  added  to  the  Acy's  Place  —  the  campus  grill  —  with  the  installation  of 
pinball  machines  and  video  games.  Students  now  have  another  way  to  make  study  breaks  more 
relaxing  and  pass  the  time  during  lunch  and  dinner  hours.  Game  machines  were  also  added  in 
the  lobbies  of  many  of  the  residence  halls.  The  grill  introduced  a  second  change  or  addition.
